F.xcept upon the tlimry of retribution, why should a criminal be 
sent to prison for a defmiie period of time any more than a lunatic to 
a hoqtital for the insane? 



Again, as to the retributory theory of the criminal in its prac- 
tical apphcation to criminals how i« it possible to ad)ll^>c "rime and 
penalty to each other unless we fine, vmie accurate measure of guilt 
on the one hand and suffering on the .jther, which seems to h* im- 
possible ? 

The law deals with crime and from whatever cavac it may be com. 
rnitted, the effort of the law should be to reform, aot to confirm tht 

evil-doer. 

Definite sentences are never reformatory, tiooc tbey aie in Ca^ 
retributory and founded on the act which is passed, havil^g occuh>ed 

prior to (he senteiuf, and tluTefore irrevocable. 

Refotmatory sentences can be based only on the chaiactir of 
the person which it is desired to convert. But the time re<iuiied to 
alter it cannot he otimated in a<l\.inve any nmre than we can tcH hOl» 
long it will take for a lunatic to recov^^r front an attack of insanity. 

It must be borne in> mind that a hirge majority of those sent to 
penal institutions are cnniniiiti 1 in tl.at Nmithful period of th< ir ^ \i t- 
ence when character and habits arc formed. It must be boruc m imid, 
nlso, that crime is a condition before it is an acr. 

This condition is social more than individual, environmental mora 
than hereditary.
